Last Nig ht.

Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources lor the Beneiit of 
“ Democrat” Readers.

Cotton Belt passeng er 
train, leaving Tex arkana at 9 :25 
p. 
m. 
in charg e of Conductor 
Arm strong and Eng ineer Hender­ 
son, was held up and robbed near 
Eylau, four miles south of Tex ar­ 
kana, last nig ht. 
The train was flag g ed by one of 
the robbers, who forced the fire­ 
man to g o back and cut off the 
mail and bag g ag e cars, and,return­ 
ing , forced the eng ineer to g ive up 
the manag ement of his eng ine. 
One of the robbers, who, it ap­ 
pears, is an ex pert eng ineer,ran the 
eng ine, mail and ex press cars about 
a mile from the point where the 
first stop was macie and forced the 
ex press messeng er to open his car. 
The robbers then blew open the 
safe with dynamite, securing , it is 
said, a very larg e amount of booty. 
The ex act amount is withheld by 
the Cotton Belt railroad and the 
ex press people, 
but it is known 
that a very larg e shipment was 
made on this train. 
The robbers secured the loot, cut 
off the eng ine from the mail and 
ex press cars and, forcing Eng ineer 
Henderson to g et off, they took the 
eng ine, in charg e of the robber en­ 
g ineer, 
and went south at full 
speed. 
A t 
I :3o o’clock this morning 
the eng ine had not been found. 
No passeng ers were molested. 
They were, however, very badly 
frig htened and hid their valuables. 
The robber» were evidently in pos­ 
session of all facts concerning this 
particular shipment of money, to­ 
g ether with a schedule of the train, 
as their scheme was successful in 
every respect. 
A suspicious character was seen 
to board the head end of the train 
leaving Tex arkana. 
Railroad em­ 
ployes seem to be confident that 
the robbefy was committed by rail­ 
road men from the manner in 
which they superintended the cut­ 
ting off of the cars and the hand­ 
ling of the eng ine. 
The spot selected was well adap­ 
ted for this kind of work, as it is 
very wild and heavily timbered. 
The conductor and several pas­ 
seng ers walked back to Tex arkana, 
a distance of four miles. 
The sheriff and posse have been 
summoned to g o in pursuit of the 
robbers.

DISMISSED LAST WEEK. 


Went to Independeuce aud W^as Mar­ 
ried Th ere iSunday —Once Lo­ 
cated At Clinton.

Goetz, 
formerly a 
priest of th e Cath olic ch urch , and 
Miss Lulu Gallh opper, 
both of 
Lee's Summit, were married at 
Independence 
Sunday 
morning, 
say s th e Kansas City vStar. 
Th e 
marriage ceremony was performed 
1/iewelly n Jones, at th e 
liome of Sanford Gossett, deputy 
county recorder. 
Mr, Goetz and 
h is wife left Independence imme­ 
diately , with out say ing wh ere th ey 
intended to go. 
In connection with th e above, a 
dispatch from Lee’s Summit say s : 
Fath er A. E. Goetz, wh o mar­ 
ried Miss Gallh opper at Independ­ 
ence 
y esterday 
left th ere with 
rath er an unsavory record beh ind 
h im. 
He left several unpaid bills. 
Goetz came to Lee’s Summit from 
Clinton, 
Mo., 
about 
eigh teen 
month s ago. 
W ith h im was Miss 
Gallh opper, wh o was to act as h is 
h ousekeeper. 
Scarcely h ad h e arrived wh en 
bills for various amounts began to 
follow h im, and th en th e story 
leaked out as to wh y h e was trans­ 
ferred to th is, a smaller parish . 
Th ere was no disgrace connected 
with h is removal, 
but 
h e h ad 
broken one of th e fundamental 
rules of th e ch urch and Bish op 
Giennon sent h im h ere as a puuish - 
ment. 
It appears th at at Clinton h is 
one ambition was to h ave a beauti­ 
ful ch urch , so h e went to work to 
build one. 
Th e ch urch cost about 
$7,000. 
He obtained th e material 
and labor, contending th at h e was 
sanctioned in ex pending th e entire 
amount by th s Kansas City dio­ 
cese. 
Th e rule of th e ch urch is th at no 
priest sh all contract a debt for 
ch urch 
purposes with out th e per­ 
mission of th e bish op. 
Goetz’s 
-debt in th is case was over and 
above th e amount auth orized,some­ 
th ing like $4,000. 
Bish op Gien­ 
non immediately removed Goetz to 
Lee’s Summit, wh ere th e parish 
h ad an ex cellent ch urch free from 
deb t. 
A fte t Goetz’s arrival h ere with 
h is h ousekeeper h e is said to h ave 
borrowed money in order to take 
out a $10,000 life insurance policy 
and soon h is bills for h ardware and 
merch andise began to accumulate. 
Complaint began to come to th e 
ears of Bish op Giennon. 
Goetz was called to Kansas City 
last 
July . 
He was reprimanded 
and told th at, beginning August 


I , 
h e must make month ly pay ­ 
ments on h is debts and furnish re­ 
ceipts sh owing th at h e h ad done 
so. 
Last month two priests weie 
sent to Lee’s Summit to investi­ 
gate Goetz’ indebtedness and h e 
was again called to Kansas City to 
ex plain. 
A fter learning all th e evidence 
Bish op Giennon is said to h ave 
written out two papers and placed 
th em before th e priest. 
One de­ 
manded an ecclesiastical trial. All 
th at was lacking was Goetz’ signa- 


tiire. 
Th e oth er was Goetz’ dis­ 
missal, ready to be signed. 
“ You may ch oose,!’ th e bish op 
is reported as say ing, “ if y ou want 
a trial I can summon a board in 
fifteen minutes; if not I ’ll sign th e 
oth er paper.”
